The Voskhod published many original works and 
articles relating to the history of the Tews in Rus- 
sia. Among its most prominent contributors may 
be mentioned A. Harkavy, S. Bershadski, S. Dub- 
nov, I. Kulisher, M. Mysh, V. Nikitin, and L.
